New York, Oct. 4—Columbia 
wins 


the third race and keeps the cup. 


Shamrock crossed the line three sec- 


onds ahead unofficial time. 


The time was: Shamrock 3.35.35; Co- 


lumbia 3.35.38. 


Columbia wins by 40 seconds correct- 


ed time unofficial.

the other, Columbia got away first,

The platform adopted by the conven- 


tion 
expresses the deepest sympathy 


for 
Mrs. William McKinley and the 


utmost 
loyalty and 
confidence

Theodore Roosevelt. The party asserts 
its faith in the principles enunciated 
by President McKinley. 


The summary 
of the chief planks 


in the platform a»'e as follows. 


We denounce all laws which confer 


special privileges upon the few. 


We favor such laws as open the wid- 


est opportunity to all. 


We 
declare in favor of wise, dis- 


criminating, 
business-like executive 


and legislative reciprocity. 


We pledge 
support to all 
sound 


measures which give permanence to 
the gold standard coinage. 


We 
favor immediate construction 


of the Isthmian canal, to be owned, 
operated and protected by the govern- 
ment. 


We favor government aid in 
the 


building of a merchant marine. 


We favor an amendment to the con- 


stitution giving to congress the power 
to regulate the hours of labor. 


We condemn all attempts to dis- 


franchise the negro voter as un-Amer- 
ican and a jyiolation of the constitution 


We aver that the law should vis'it 


an adequate penalty for assault, mur- 
der or threats on the life of the pres- 
ident. 


We 
urge the permanent improve- 


ment of Boston harbor. 


New York, Oct. 4—A Constantinople 


dispatch says. Political difficulties in 
the way of the American authorities 
effectively working in the direction of 
compelling Miss Stone's release are 
practically insuperable. 


The legation asserts that there is 


irrefutable' proof of the complicity of 
the Macedonian committee in the kid- 
napping, but that committee is beyond 
the reach of any power except Bul- 
garia. Any attempt at coercive meas- 
ures by the Bulgarian government is 
extremely unlikely, as popular sym- 
pathy is with the Macedonian organi- 
zation. 


Nor can America bring pressure to 


bear on Bulgaria for the reason that 
all the Bulgarian ports are on the 
Black Sea, whither the American fleet 
cannot go without passing the Dar- 
danelles, thus opening a question that 
might involve the whole of Europe. 


Since the 
Macedonian committee 


hankers after money for political pur- 
poses, it is expected to exert all means 
to secure the ransom, but the legation 
hopes by showing the dastardly 'work 
of the committee to' discredit it with 
its influential friends. 


Inasmuch as the American board re- 


fuses to set an impossible precedent of 
yielding ^o the demands of the brig- 
ands, intense anxiety prevails as to 
Miss Stone's fate.

The wind yesterday was strong and 


true, blowing around 18 knots i u hour 
out of the aortheast and at every point 
of sailing, except perhaps ruuing before 
the wind In which the defender has al- 
ready taken the measure of the chal- 
lenger, th Yankee sloop, proved herself 
abler than the Watson model. From the 
time she crossed toe line, 1 minute nnd 
84 seconds behind the cup hunter tjntll 
she picked up and passed the Irish beat, 
three miles after rounding the second 
mark, Colombia's pace was faster and 
she behaved better than her rival.

SHOT WIFE WHILE ASLEEP 
Bays Goes In'o the Details of His 


Somnambulistic Attempt 


Boston, Oct. 4.—Somnabulism, which 


is the defense in the trial of George G. 
Hays, charged with assault to murder 
his wife and Patrolman Burrill of sta- 
tion 3 on Aug. 16, was given a full and 
free discussion in the Suffolk superior 
court yesterday. 


Hays was the first witness of the 


morning for himself. He testified that 
he had worried about his wife and had 
grown chronically nervous. That he 
had tried to adjust the difficulties be- 
tween himself and wife, that she had 
instituted proceedings to be separated, 
and that on the day of the shooting he 
had drawn up an agreement for separ- 
ation. He went.to their home in the 
afternoon and his wife was not there. 
He looked for her again in the evening, 
and she was still absent. He looked for 
Her at Forbes house, but she wasn't 
there. At 9 o'clock he returned home 
after having four drinks of ale all day. 
At 10 o'clock he lay on the bed and 
went to sleep. The next thing he re- 
membered was when he was awakened 
by water, falling on his hand while at 
the sink bathing the wound received by 
his wife. He rembered telling 
Grif- 


fith to go for a doctor and ambulance. 
He intended to take his wife to the 
hospital, and reached the top of the 
stairs when he saw Officer Burrill com- 
ing up. He had the revolver in his, 
right hand pointing downward. He 
called out the officer to come up, but 
the officer turned around and went down 
stairs. Then a shot was discharged. 
Couldn't tell who discharged it. He 
went dowii stairs with his wife. Near 
the bend in the stairs he sent her be- 
fore him. It was dark, and a number of 
blows from a club rained on him. He 
didn't talk with any officer at the sta- 
tion house. 


On cross-exam iHation. He was posi- 


tive that he didn't remember anything 
from the time he went to bed until after 
he did the shooting, 


Wounded as Was McKtnly 


Kiagsion, N. Y., Oct. 4.—Augustus 


Mill er, the farmer who was shot in the 
abdomen by a neighbor, being wounded 
apparently more seriously than former 
President McKinley, is much better and 
the physicians say he is out of danger. 


The bullet entered the man's body 


above and about an inch to the left of 
his naval and punctured the intestines 
in 10 places and mesentery in two 
places. An operation was not perform- 
ed for more than five hours after he was 
wounded, and lasted from midnight un- 
til 2 o'clock in the morning. An opening 
five inches in length was made on the 
tight side of the abdomen, in order to 
reach the wounded parts. 


The surgeons, however, went to work 


rapidly to sew up the wounds and in 
two hours the operation was ended. 
The patient recovered quickly, the next 
morning his temperature being 101.43 
and his pulse 130. Twenty-four hours 
later bis temperature bad fallen to 90.35 
and his pulse to to 86. Both pulse and 
temperature now are almost normal. 


Washington, 
Oct. 4.— Lieutenant 


James J. Doyle, who was watch officer 
on board Commodore Schloy's flagship, 
the Brooklyn, during the Spanish war, 
was an interesting witness yesterday. 
for he is the first of the Brooklyn's offic- 
ers to be called 10 the stand since the In- 
quiry began. He was called by the de- 
partment. After Lieutenant Doyle bad 
completed his testimony Captain Wil- 
lian C. Dawson of the marine corps was 
called and was followed by Lieutenant 
Charles W. Dyson of the Bureau of 
Steam engineering of the nury depart- 
ment Captain Dawson was signal of- 
ficer on board the battleship Indiana 
during the naval engagement off San- 
tiago and he gave an account from reco- 
lection of the behavior of tho various 
ships of the American fleet during that 
battle. He said the Brooklyn had gone 
about 2,000 yards to the southward be- 
fore joining in the pursuit of Cervera's 
ships. 


Mr. Rayner then asked Lieutenant 


Doyle how often he had seen Comino- 
dodre Schley, under fire during the San- 
tiago campaign. 


"Every time we were under fire," he 


replied, "during bombardments of the 
shore batteries and in the battle of July 
3." 


"What was his conduct? 1 refer you 


to the first specification of the precept 
His conduct In connection with events 
of the Santiago campaign, nnd what was 
his conduct and bearing' at tny time 
during the battle of July 3, when his 
ship was under fire 7" I lid not have an 
opportunity, as the commodore was al- 
ways near, about the conning tower, 
to observe his conduct during tlic bat- 
tle, but immediately previous nd after, 
I did not have an opportunity to do so. 
He always struck me as being just 
about as well possessed as it was possi- 
ble for anybody to be miter the cir- 
cumstances." 


After describing the part he took in 


firing the Brooklyn's guns, Lieutenant 
Doyle told of the chase and riming to 
shore of the first three Spanish ships. 
He then continued as follows: "From 
then on it was a chase .if ter the Colon. 
At the time the Viscaya went ashot'e, 
the Colon, by working up msi3e ihe 
other Spanish ships, had secu -ed .•: very 
long lead. I should say she was at least 
five or six miles, possibly more, en our 
starboard bow, well in shore. The order 
was given to cease firing and to come out 
of the turrets and take a "spell"' during 
the chase of the Colon. The Oregon dur- 
ing that chase, and while we were on the 
top of the turret, was iirootlnaf to try 
her 13-inch guns on the chase, which site 
did, and the shots fell short, 'n a little 
while they were tried again «i>d came a 
little closer."

MANUFACTURERS' FIRM 


Situation! at Fall River Becoming 


More Tense 


Pall River, Mass., Oct. 4.—The manu- 


facturers have come to the full realiza- 
tion of the belief that the mill opera- 
tives are in earnest in their strike 
threats, and in order to fortify them- 
selves against the possibility of one or 
more mills weakening and granting the 
advance of 5 percent in wages, they 
have signed an agreement which binds 
every mill in the city to fight to the 
finish. When one mill advances 
the 


wages then all will follow, a condition 
which the manufacturers say will not 
prevail until they have given the opera- 
tives a long and tedious term of idle- 
ness. 


This is the first time in the history 


of the cotton industry in this city that 
the manufacurers have been united 
upon a line of iwlicy without dissent- 
ing voice. The exceptions, of course, 
are M. D. C. Borden and George A. 
Chace, the latter of the Bourne mill, 
which is situated just over the line in 
Bhode Island.

For the first time in six years the Dem- 


ocracy of the state was united, and with 
one exception nominated the

Several times within the last year or 


90 the steady growth of the Tran- 
script's circle of readers Las given this 
paper occasion to record circulation 
reports as surprising tp others as they 
were pleasing to us. Newspaper men 
in North Adams have frequently made 
estimates of what they conceived to be 
the highest figures which the circula^ 
tpn of a daily paper jn this community 
could reach, and during the recent 
years of Us growth the aotuaj circula- 
tion of the Transcript has witlj great 
regularity reached and then surpassed 
these estimates. When the Transcript 
was able to publish the fact that its 
circulation has passed the 4500 mark 
there were those who said that the 
limit had been reached, and that no 
paper could hope to sell 5000 in this 
city and it" surrounding towns, 


The reports of the circulation de- 


partment for the month of September 
have 
Just 
been 
completed. 
As 


fcu Jntem of news interest to its 
readers as well as an evidence of our 
own pleasure in the fact, we are happy 
to tell how many others are reading 
the Transcript each evening with you. 


During the month the Transcript 


printed a total of 124.441 paperp, or an 
average per publishin" day of 5,410. 
Deducting a total, of 3089 spoiled and 
unsold paper*, the actual daily aver- 
age of circulation has been 5,276, a 
figure far in excess of what has been 
considered by men in a position to 
judge, the extreme limit of possibility. 
During the month news events de- 
manded threw extra editions, in order 
that the people of the city might have 
the news when they wished it.

MEANS $1400 A YEAR 


Gained to tht City by Qood Work ot the 


Assstssors 


The assessors have been convinced 


for some time that there was a quan- 
tity of untaxed railroad property in 
this city which was taxable under the 
law and have been looking the matter 
up. As a result they find $80,000 worth 
which the city has a right to tax. $60,- 
000 worth being owned by the Fitch- 
burg division of the Boston & Maine 
railroad and S20.000 by the Pittsfleld 
and North Adams railroad. The law, 
as the assessors find it, is that all 
property owned by railroads outside of 
a strip five rods wide, through the 
center of which their tracks are sup- 
posed to run, is taxable in the towns 
and cities where such property is lo- 
cated, and it is property of this class 
which is hereafter to be taxed here. 
In the case of the Boston & Maine it 
includes the freight house, a part of 
the depot and a considerable quantity 
of land. The tax on this property of 
the two roads in this city will amount 
to $1400 a year at the present rate of 
taxation. 
The facts were not estab- 


lised in time to assess the property 
when the regular assessments were 
made this year, but the law provides 
that omitted property may be assessed 
in December, and this will be done. 
"When C. G. Harriett, chairman of the 
board of assessors, went into office in 
1S96 the Fitchburg company was taxed 
on about $8000 worth of property and 
the Pittsfield and North Adams on 
about $5000 worth. It seems queer that 
such a large amount of taxable prop- 
erty should have been overlooked for 
so long a time, and the work of the 
assessors in discovering the oversight 
and rectifying it will be appreciated by 
the taxpayers of the city. 


Total Number of Voters 3728 


Since registration began this fall 49 


names have been added to the Voters' 
list and the total registration is now 
3728, 
with five more sessions of the 


registrars to be held. 
There are 102 


voters 
in the annexed part of Black- 


inton 
who will have to vote in Wil- 


liamstown at state elections till the

elections. 


This makes a good deal of bother for 
the 
registrars, as well as for voters 


themselves, but there is no help for 
it and all must endure the situation 
as patiently as possible.
